Let us see how such 
provision will work: Suppose the day 
named shall be in the fall of the year, how 
is work which should be done dur- 
ing the summer t© be prosecuted 
through the winter? And must the 
money collected for the work remain 
idle for months im the treasury? Again, 
should a bridge be destroyed, a court- 
hovee, school-house, or other public build- 
ing be burned up, the rebuilding could not 
be accomplished, in most instances, for an 
indefinite period, unless some party could 
be found to advance the money. But this 
is not always profitable, especially in small 
places, or in cities where a multitude of 
improvements are being <onstantly prose- 
eufed. Indevcd the principal improvements 
in our counties, cities and towns are made 
by special assessments—sidewalks, streets, 
sewers, culverts, &c. A sidewalk is needed 
on a certain street, say on the Ist of April, 
but the money cannot be »btained to build 
it under the provision till, say the 1st of 
September. A street needs filling and pav- 
ing, sey by the middle or end of Septem- 
ber, but the work cannot be commenced 
for pearly an entire twelve-month. Two
